Lisbon, Jai, 7.—Promptly at ic 
o’cliick thi* morning Jesse McGregor 
was again brought before th e court to 
receive sentence for 
the crime of 
which he was convicted. 
Im m edi­ 
ately after McGregor was brought 
into Court by Deputy Sheriff Moffat, 
Prosecutor Speaker opened Hie pro* 
erodings witli a statem ent to the 
court th a t th e case of o h io versus 
McGregor was called up for sentence. 
R. AV. Taylor then followed for tao 
defense with tile following statem ent 
and motion to tile court for a stay of 
execution of the sentence, pending 
tile action of tile circuit court, which 
will be in session on the 39th of tills 
m onth, and before which th e next 
tiearing of this now famous case will 
| come: 
“ If the court pleases we have or­ 
dered a transcript of the proceedings 
and entries In 
t Ii is case and will 
: take it 
before the 
circuit 
court 
which convenes three weeks from to­ 
morrow. We think there is no reason 
wily the execution of tills sentence 
should not be suspended, and the ac­ 
cused allowed to a ta r in tile county 
jail during this tim e within reach of 
his 
friends. 
I t 
is 
a 
case 
where tile accused is sentenced for 
life, and I do not think there will tie 
any objection. 
Tile law gives tile 
sheriff 30 days in which to execute 
tin* 
sentence, 
and 
th a t 
will 
give 
Hic 
circuit 
court 
ample 
tim e 
to 
review 
the 
case." 
Mr. Taylor closed by reading from the 
statu tes several instances relating to 
the supenslon of sentence which speci­ 
fically declare th a t it can he done in 
cases of second degree sentence, but 
leaving it entirely at the discretion 
of th e court. 
Prosecutor Speaker 
lf th e court 
please, this seems to tie rather a seri­ 
ous question as to w hether or not 
this request shall he granted. 
A t 
the 
tim e 
of 
the 
overruling 
of 
th e 
motion 
for a 
new 
trial 
the defence were granted ample tim e 
before the passing of sentence during 
which th e defendant was to see his 
friends and arrange his business af­ 
fairs." 
A fter requesting the prisoner ts 
stand up, Judge Billingsley 
said: 
“ You have been indicted by 
the 
recent 
grand 
Jury 
for 
murder 
in 
the 
first 
degree, 
and 
convicted of murder in the second de­ 
gree. 
Tile penalty has been fixed by 
th e law, and allows no discretion of 
the court except as to saying w hether 
it shall b e a t hard labor or close con­ 
finement. 
T he law now makes it my 
duty to ask of you as to w hether you 
have anything to say why sentence 
should not be imposed upon you." 
McGregor, who had been standing 
while th e court gave utterance to 
these words, did not seem the least 
affected as he replied, “ Nothing; only 
th a t I am perfectly innocent of this 
crim e.” 
“T he only duty th a t remains for the 
court*” continued Judge Billingsley, 
“ is to pass sentence upon you, arid it 
is therefore th e sentence of th e court 
th a t you he confined In th e Ohio peril 
tentiary a t hard labor, b ut w ithout 
solitary confinement, for the term of 
your natural life.” 
McGregor took 
the sentence as 
though it was an every day affair, and 
did not move a muscle. 
Mr. Tayler. 
however, addressed the court saying: 
“ In m aking this request of the 
court we are not asking the court to 
depart one hair's breadth from the 
line of duty, hu t we do think We a r e 
entitled to th is much since it can not 
make any great serious difference one 
way or th e other. 
T he sheriff is 
willing. 
I 
talked 
to 
him 
only 
yesterday 
and 
he 
did 
did not signify an unwillingness to 
keep him. 
T he prisoner is In hope 
th a t before long his aged m other can 
be well enough to come and see him. 
Our reason for asking delay on last 
Saturday a week, a t the tim e when 
the motion for a new trial was over­ 
ruled, was to have tim e to consider 
the m atter of taking the case to a 
higher court.” 
“This is no very serious question,” 
said Judge Billingsley: “ b u t it is a dis­ 
cretionary m a tter which th e court 
should exercise only when the circum­ 
stances of th e case call for It. 
If any 
good reason can be shown it should be 
granted; b u t if no good reason can be 
produced It should be denied. 
I fall 
to see w hat service the defendant 


will be to his counsel In flits m atter 
before th e reviewing court, a* the 
records are complete, and I c a n n o t 
see of w h at use he will In' in th e pro- 
feedings of the court. As to seeing hi* 
friends again th e court does not g i \ c 
much weight, although it is a mat 
ter 
seriously 
regretted 
by 
all 
A fter a few more words in which the 
th* court, and the court touched Upon tins last question, 
t« Hie Penitentiary. I he denied the m o t i o n iii uh by the de 
fense. and tho case was over. 
McGregor was taken hack to J.iii 
where lie will remain until lie,in com­ 
pany with a num ber of other*, will he 
taken 
to Columbus. 
Columbiana

PICTURESQUE PERSIAN FUNERALS. 


T arry in g th e H enialn* of D efu n ct P ilg rim * 
to th e Gate* of I**radl»e. 
Having an oerasional “ Yah khuk!” 
from tho throat of on© of tho tangle 
headed and wild eyed dervishes stalk­ 
ing along barefoot in tho sand, not a 
sound breaks tho stillness of tho bright 
October morning a* our caravan move® 
toward the bridge over the Holman riv­ 
er, that lend* to tho town of Khanekin, 
the cuHtoius and fumitory station of the 
Ottoman government, alxiut three hours 
distance from tho Turko-Persian fron­ 
tier. It is a singular cavalcade we form, 
too, u veritable “ caravan of the dead,” 
for the true pilgrims among us are main­ 
ly defunct Persians, whoso remains are 
boing conveyed direct to djennet, the 
“gates of paradise,’’ at tho feet of their 
great saint and Aga, the Iman H ussein, 
at Kerbela. In front, and perched high 
up on the biggest camel tiiat dould I* 
begged, borrowed or hired for the jour­ 
ney, rides our tshaush, or conductor, 
swarthy and tnrbanned, the blue in h e 
garments proclaiming him a said or de 
seendant of the prophet. The prophet, I 
may remark in passing, hits a score of 
such in every Persian village. He holds 
aloft the royal ensign of tile empire of 
the sun and lion, bearing the name of 
the shah and his own below it in letters 
of gold. 
Following bim march the 
naashkesh, or “ carriers of the dead," 
each at tho head of a long string of 
mules laden with tho remains intrusted 
to them. 
The animals are led by charr ad ars— 
muleteers—and each l*>ars two bodies, 
oho slung on either side where the pan 
niers would ordinarily be. The corpses, 
when intact, are carried in hermetical­ 
ly dim'd cases, but comparativley few 
of those are to lie found, as a rule, 
among these defunct pilgrims. The ex­ 
pense would In' too great. 
Ho tho pious 
Persian who desire* to give effect to the 
last wish of iii* departed parents waits 
until nothing of their remains is left 
but the skeleton, which is then swathed 
in bandages, mummy fashion, and hand­ 
ed over to the naashkesh to la' taken to 
the gate of paradise, which every gin si 
Shute firmly believes is at the exact spot 
where the sainted Hussein is buried in 
Kerbela. Far the greater number of the 
mules comprised in our caravan are 
laden with such bandaged bones mid 
swathed skeletons slung on each side, 
the outlines showing distinctly through 
wrappings as they swing to and fro 
with the measured pacing of the ani­ 
mals.—Loudon Standard.
